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CURRENT ECONOMIC CONDITIONS IN CANADA 


Prominent factors indicating the trend of economic conditions averaged 
slightly lower in February than in the first month of the year. The change 
in common stock and wholesale prices was insignificant, the slight rise of the 
preceding month having been nearly maintained. Among the constructive 
factors was the further advance in high-grade bond prices. The level in 
February was high relative to the period preceding July, 1936. A sudden 
decline was shown about the middle of March due to political unsettlement 
abroad. Bank deposits showed an increase at the beginning of the month. 
The standing was encouraging comparable to the period prior to January, 1937. 
A marked increase had been shown in bank deposits from the middle of 1934 
— Re beginning of last year. Since that time the trend has been practically 
stabilized. 


Business Operations 

Following an advance persisting from the early part of 1933 until November, 
1937, business operations experienced a setback during the last three months. 
In November a higher point had been reached than at any time since 1929. 
The deflation of stock prices and speculative commodity prices had an adverse 
effect on the volume of productive operations. Stock markets had been strong 
until March, 1937, a declining trend developing in subsequent months. The 
deflation was particularly marked from September to the end of the year. 
A rally occurred in January and the position was practically maintained in 
the month under review. A reaction in the physical volume of business followed 
in December and marked declines have been shown in the last two months. 
The index based upon 46 factors declined from 118 in January to 106-7 in the 
second month of the year. 


Mineral Production 

The factors indicating the trend of mineral production were uneven in 
January as compared with the preceding month, adjustment being made for 
seasonal tendencies. A. decline in copper exports was less than normal for the 
season, the index consequently advancing from 428 to 431. The outward ship- 
ment amounted to 32-7 million pounds against 39-9 million, the seasonal 
adjustment accounting for the rise in the index. A slight decline was shown 
in the exports of nickel, but the seasonal adjustment led to a somewhat less 
favourable showing. The amount of exports in February was 19,302,000 
pounds against 19,715,000. The index retreated from 356 to 332. The normal 
increase for February over the preceding month was computed at about 5 p.c. 
The production of lead was greater than in any other January in the post-war 
period, the total having been 37-5 million pounds. A decline of considerable 
proportions was shown in the export of zinc, the total having been 27-7 million 
pounds against 31-3 million. As the decline was contraseasonal, the index 
receded from 231 to 194. Gold shipments were heavy rising to the highest 
point for any February in history. The total receipts at the Mint and ship- 
ments to external points amounted to 333,300 ounces. The shipments from 
Canadian mines in January were 359,549 ounces. After seasonal adjustment, 
the index rose from 217 to 234. A slight increase was shown in silver shipments 
in the form of ore and bullion after seasonal adjustment. The index advanced 
from 102-6 to 105-3, despite the recession in the absolute amount from 1-7 
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million to 1-4 million fine ounces. The decline in asbestos exports was consider- 
ably greater than normal for the season, the index retreating from 101 to 89. 
The amount of exports of better grades was 7,913 tons against 9,580. Bauxite 
imports showed a contraseasonal gain from 14 million pounds to 15 million. 
The index consequently rose from 118 to 145. 


Foodstuffs 

The manufacture of foodstuffs reached a lower level in February than in 
the preceding month, the index receding from 95-4 to 89-5. The index of 
the manufacture of sugar dropped from 42-4 to 38-8. The decline in the index 
of livestock slaughterings was due to the recession in sheep and hogs. The 
slaughterings of cattle and calves were fully maintained in February after 
seasonal adjustment. The total was 91,736 against 100,467. The output of 
flour in the last month for which statistics are available showed a decline. The 
total was 921,285 barrels against 1,010,971. The production of factory cheese 
showed a slight gain, the index advancing three points to 59-5. The output of 
creamery butter was also fully maintained after seasonal adjustment. A marked 
drop was shown in the export of canned salmon, the index declining from 146 to 69. 

Some gain was shown in the release of tobacco for consumption, the index 
advancing from 170 to 183. Each of the three classes recorded gains after 
seasonal adjustment. The index of the release of cigars advanced from 89 to 
97, while that of cigarettes moved up from 209 to 224. A slight decline was 
shown in the indexes indicating the trend in the textile industry. The consump- 
tion of raw cotton, however, dropped off from 9-2 million pounds to 8-2 million. 
The index consequently receded from 135 to 101. Marked gains were shown 
in cotton yarn and raw wool, the textile industry index receding from 110 to 108. 

The forestry industry was slightly more promising in February than in 
the preceding month. The output of newsprint was practically maintained 
after seasonal adjustment, the production in February having been 202,601 
tons. Woodpulp exports rose from 75-3 million pounds to 88-1 million. The 
export of planks and boards showed an increase but the gain was slighly less 
than normal for the season. The index was 75-8 against 77-6. A gain was 
shown in the exports of shingles which moved up from 174,000 squares to 
205,000. As the gain was contraseasonal, the index advanced from 108 to 137. 


Iron and Steel 

Each of the four indexes significant of activity in the iron and steel industry 
recorded declines in February, the index receding from 116 to 91. The output 
of steel ingots was 98,980 tons against 107,753. The index retreated nearly 
8 points to 149-8. The production of pig iron was 61,447 tons against 74,862, 
resulting in a decline of 9} points in the index. Imports of iron and steel 
products declined from $12-8 million to $12-3 million, the index being off from 
82-8 to 72-0. A contraseasonal decline was shown in the output of automobiles, 
the total having been 16,066 units against 17,624. The index consequently 
declined from 114-5 to 80-1. The inward shipment of crude petroleum was 
40-3 million gallons against 47-3 million. After seasonal adjustment, however, 
the recession was of minor proportions. Crude rubber imports were 1-4 million 
pounds against 4-0 in January. As the decline was contraseasonal, the index 
retreated from 129-4 to 43-5. 

The business obtained by the construction industry was at a somewhat 
lower level in February than in the preceding month. Contracts awarded 
declined from $9-1 million to $6-6 million, the index receding from 56-9 to 
39-7. <A slight increase, on the other hand, was shown in building permits 
after seasonal adjustment. The output of electric power was at a somewhat 
lower level in February even after seasonal adjustment as indicated by an index 
of 167 against 170 in January. The decline in carloadings was relatively slight 
after seasonal adjustment. The total movement was 179,717 cars against 
187,355. The index stood at 75-0 against 77-2. 
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The value of imports was $47 -0 million against $49-7 million in the preceding 
month. The index after adjustment for seasonal tendencies and prices receded 
from 84-8 to 79-6. The decline in exports was of relatively greater proportions, 
the total having been $61-0 million against $72-2 million. The index after 
usual adjustments declined from 91-8 to 80-4. 


Newsprint 


Newsprint production in Canada totalled 202,601 tons during February 
compared with 222,500 in January and 276,419 in February, 1937. The reduction 
from a year ago was 26-7 p.c., while aggregate output for the first two months of 
the year at 425,101 tons showed a reduction of 24-9 p.c. Shipments from Canada 
totalled 162,906 tons against 233,228 in February last year, a decrease of 30-2 
p.c. The Canadian industry operated during the month at 62 p.c. of rated 
capacity compared with 65-4 in January. 


Mineral Production in 1937 


Canadian mineral production in 1937 at $456 -8 million surpassed all previous 
records. Nearly every item in the entire mining list showed gain over 1936, 
the total value for that year being $361-9 million. The value of gold produced 
at $143-3 million represented 43 p.c. of the total of all metals and 31 p.c. of 
the grand total of all mine products. 


Nickel production at $59-4 million was 32 p.c. higher than in 1936; copper 
at $69-1 million was up 75 p.c.; lead and zine at $21 million and $18-2 million 
were higher than ever before; silver at $10-2 million increased 23 p.c. and asbestos 
at 410,026 tons was a new high record. 


Construction 


Contracts awarded in Canada totalled $6,551,700 in February, a decline 
of about $2,000,000 from the total for the same month of last year. For the 
first two months of the present year, however, the total shows a narrow gain at 
$15,691,700 over $15,351,000, the total for January and February, 1937. 


Live Stock 


Lack of demand for Canadian cattle in United States markets was character- 
istic of the first two months of the year. A considerable movement to British 
markets developed through Maritime Province ports. Recently, the more 
extensive movement in export to both the United Kingdom and the United 
States and a continuance of a moderate rate of liquidation in the Prairie 
Provinces promoted some further strength in the market for cattle. The markets 
in the Prairie Provinces secured most of their strength from increase in the 
movement south, but in part from exports to the United Kingdom. There 
was added improvement in the tone of the American market and Canadian 
exports sold well in the United Kingdom. 


Wholesale Trade 


The dollar value of wholesale trade declined 21-6 p.c. in January from 
December and was 2-7 p.c. lower than in January a year ago, according to 
monthly statements of sales received from some 200 wholesale houses comprising 
nine different lines of business. The general index on the base, average monthly 
sales in 1930 equalling 100, stands at 68-1 for January, 1938, compared with 
86-9 for December and 70-0 for January, 1937. The decline from December 
is slightly more than seasonal, while the decrease compared with January last 
year is in contrast to the increases which have characterized the corresponding- 
month comparisons since the commencement of these monthly wholesale trade 
statistics three years ago. Wholesale trade for January, 1937, was 13-7 p.c. 
above January, 1936, which in turn was up by 4-6 p.c. compared with the 
same month in 1935.

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Inventories at the end of January averaged 2-1 p.c. higher than on the 
corresponding date a year ago according to data from firms able to supply 
monthly stock figures. Inventories in the grocery trade were reported 3-8 p.c. 
lower and in the hardware trade, 3-9 p.c. higher than at the end of January, 
1937. ‘ 


Strikes and Lockouts 


The number .of strikes and lockouts recorded during February was 11, 
involving 1,644 workers and causing a time loss of 4,456 man-working days, 
compared with 24 disputes in January, involving 4,293 workers with a time loss 
of 31,939 days. 

In February, 1937, there were 18 disputes involving 2,236 workers, with a 
time loss of 17,347 days. Of the 11 disputes recorded in February, six were 
recorded as terminated during the month, one resulting in favour of the employer, 
two in favour of the workers. A compromise settlement was reached in one 
case, while the results of two disputes were recorded as indefinite. Five disputes 
involving approximately 214 workers were recorded as unterminated at the end 
of the month. 


Financial Factors 

High-grade bonds provided a feature during February in the Canadian 
bond market, prices continuing the ascent that had been under way for nearly 
a year. There has been less inducement since the autumn for investors to 
enter the stock market, because of uncertainty as to the immediate future of 
business. Institutions have enjoyed little expansion in the loan field, and 
commerical loans of the banks have declined. In the face of accumulation 
of funds and the narrowed channels of investment, the supply of new bonds 
has remained slim. Outside Dominion Treasury bills, which have involved 
no new money, offerings have been confined to small municipal issues, for which 
keen bidding by investment dealers continued. 

Tenders were recently accepted for $25 million Dominion of Canada 
treasury bills due June 1, 1938. The average discount price of accepted bids 
was $99-85298, and the average yield -584 p.c. 

An increase of 14-7 p.c. in March dividend payments was shown by Canadian 
corporations. The estimated total was in excess of $23,340,000, which com- 
pared with $20,350,000 the previous year and represents a gain of $2,990,000. 


International Trade in Securities 


The value of the international trade in securities between Canada and 
other countries in January declined to the lowest point since July, 1937. Total 
sales were $32-6 million compared with $59-1 million a year ago, while purchases 
were $28-7 million compared with $65-1 million. 

Sales to the United States aggregated $26-1 million compared with $42-9 
million in January, 1937; purchases from the United States were $21-3 million 
compared with $54-7 million. Sales to the United Kingdom totalled $4-5 
million compared with $13 million while purchases were $6,535,435 compared 
with $8,783,183. 

Dominion Revenues 

Customs, excise and income tax collections for the 11 months, April 1, 
1937, to February 28, 1938, totalled $413,733,940 compared with $349,680,096 
over the same period in 1936-37. Custom-excise revenue amounted to 
$297 ,190,165, an increase of $46,253,792, and income tax $116,543,775, an 
advance of $17,800,052. 
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Conditions in the United, States 


Industrial activity in the United States declined after seasonal adjustment 
in February from the first month of the year. Without allowance for seasonal 
tendencies, there has been practically no change in the volume of industrial 
output week by week since the first of the year. The output of electric power 
declined further in February after seasonal adjustment. Steel mill operations 
remained virtually unchanged cortrary to the usual slight seasonal expansion. 
Consumers continued to restrict purchases to immediate needs despite the 
announcement that current prices of steel and pig iron would be continued 
throughout the second quarter. Construction contracts awarded declined more 
than seasonally during February reflecting a sharp reduction in public construc- 
tion. Soft coal production with seasonal adjustment declined for the fifth 
consecutive month. Preliminary weekly data of the production of automobiles 
for February showed a slight decline from the January level. Some improve- 
ment was shown in the used car situation. The railway freight movement 
recorded decline during February, the drop from last September after seasonal 
adjustment having been 19 p.c. Wholesale prices drifted downward during 
the first three weeks of February but increased slightly in the last week of the 
month. A moderate recovery was shown in stock prices, the index of 90 stocks 
rising slightly more than 6 p.c. 


Conditions in the United Kingdom 


General conditions in the United Kingdom reacted to international develop- 
ments during February. The volume of new business in many industries failed 
to recover and stocks of some finished and unfinished goods recorded steady 
increase. A small rise in employment and a concurrent drop in unemployment, 
however, were shown over the preceding month. The registered unemployed 
on February 14 numbered 1,810,421, a drop of 17,186 as compared with January 
17, but an increase of 238,000 as compared with February 22, 1937. Employed 
persons, excepting agricultural workers, totalled 11,324,000, an increase of 
15,000 over January 17. The recession in business activity was less marked 
in the iron and steel and metal-using industries on which armament expenditure 
is largely concentrated. The coincidence of home production of iron and steel 
with rising imports and falling exports has greatly increased the quantity of 
materials available for domestic consumption. Activity in most branches of 
engineering remained at a high level although the industry was not altogether 
unaffected by the general slowing down of industrial operations. Activity in 
the building and public works contracting industries was surprisingly well main- 
tained. The proportion of insured workers unemployed in those industries 
last month was only 2-3 p.c. higher than a year ago. Building permits showed a 
rise of 2-2 p.c. over the corresponding month of 1937. Wool and cotton textile 
industries experienced recession in activity. 


The official index of wholesale prices was 107-7 in January against 102-9 
in the same month of last year. A minor increase was shown over December. 
Both imports and exports recorded advances over the same month of last year, 
net imports showing a greater percentage gain. The imports of raw materials 
were £23-7 million in January against £22-6 million in January, 1937. A 
slight decline, however, was shown from December. The drop in common stock 
prices over the last 12 months was shown by the decline in the index of industrial 
securities from 122-0 in January, 1937, to 94-8 in the first month of this year. 
Interest rates remained very low although the yield on 23 p.c. Consols advanced 
from 2-98 in January, 1937, to 3-30.

STATISTIQUE COURANTE DE LA SITUATION ECONOMIQUE AU CANADA 

Les facteurs principaux indiquant la marche des conditions économiques sont un peu plus 
élevés en février que le premier mois de l’année. Le changement dans les actions ordinaires et 
les prix de gros est insignifiant, et la faible hausse du mois précédent se maintient bien. Parmi 
les facteurs constructifs figure la nouvelle avance du cours des obligations de tout repos. Le 
niveau en février est élevé comparativement 4 la période précédant juillet 1936. Un brusque 
déclin se manifeste vers la mi-mars par suite de |’incertitude politique 4 l’étranger. Les dépéts 
des banques montrent une augmentation au commencement du mois. La situation est encou- 
rageante comparativement 4 la période antérieure 4 janvier 1937. Les dépéts des banques mon- 
trent une augmentation marquée depuis le milieu de 1934 jusqu’au commencement de |’an 
dernier. Depuis, le niveau s’est 4 peu prés stabilisé. 


Opérations commerciales 

Aprés une avance depuis les premiers mois de 1933 jusqu’A novembre 1937, les opérations 
commerciales subissent un recul au cours des trois derniers mois. En novembre un plus haut 
point avait été touché qu’en tout temps depuis 1929. Le déflation du cours des actions et du 
cours des commodités spéculatives a exercé un effet défavorable sur le volume des opérations 
productives. Les marchés des titres ont été fermes jusqu’A mars 1937, mais les mois subséquents 
indiquent une tendance 4 la baisse. La déflation est surtout marquée de septembre jusqu’a la 
fin de l’année. La reprise qui se produit en janvier se maintient presque au cours du mois sous 
revue. Une réaction du volume physique des affaires a suivi en décembre, et il y a déclin marqué 
au cours des deux derniers mois. L’indice basé sur 46 facteurs décline de 118 en janvier 4 106-7 
le deuxiéme mois de !’année. 


Production minérale 

Les facteurs indiquant la marche de la production minérale sont irréguliers en janvier com- 
parativement au mois précédent, aprés ajustement pour tendances saisonniéres. Le déclin des 
exportations de cuivre est moins que normal pour la saison, et en conséquence |’indice avance de 
428 4 431. Les expéditions 4 l’étranger s’établissent 4 32,700,000 livres, contre 39,900,000; 
l’ajustement saisonnier explique la hausse de l’indice. Les exportations de nickel montrent un 
faible déclin, mais l’ajustement saisonnier donne A la situation un aspect moins favorable. Les 
exportations en février sont de 19,302,000 livres, contre 19,715,000. L’indice fléchit de 356 4 332. 
L’augmentation normale de février sur le mois précédent est calculée & environ 5 p.c. La pro- 
duction de plomb |’emporte sur tout autre janvier de la période d’aprés-guerre (37,500,000 livres). 
Les exportations de zinc montrent un déclin considérable; le total s’établit 4 27,700,000 livres, 
contre 31,300,000. Comme le déclin est contraire A la saison, l’indice fiéchit de 231 & 194. Les 
expéditions d’or sont considérables et atteignent le plus haut point de tout février dans histoire. 
Les arrivages globaux 4 la Monnaire Royale et les expéditions aux points extérieurs sont de 
333,300 onces. Les ‘expéditions provenant des mines canadiennes en janvier s’établissent & 
359,549 onces. Aprés ajustement saisonnier, |’indice monte de 217 4 234. Les expéditions d’argent 
sous forme de minerai et de lingots montrent une faible augmentation, aprés ajustement saisonnier. 
L’indice avance de 102-6 4 105-3 en dépit des régressions de la quantité globale de 1,700,000 
& 1,400,000 onces fines. Le déclin des exportations d’amiante est beaucoup supérieur 4 la nor- 
male pour la saison, et l’indice recule de 101 4 89. Les exportations des meilleures catégories 
sont de 7,913 tonnes, contre 9,580. Les importations de bauxite montrent un gain contrasaison- 
nier de 14,000,000 de livres & 15,000,000. L’indice avance en conséquence de 118 a 145. 


Denrées alimentaires 

La fabrication de denrées alimentaires touche un plus bas niveau en février que le mois 
précédent, et l’indice fléchit de 95-4 & 89-5. L’indice de la fabrication du sucre tombe de 42-4 
& 38-8. Le déclin de l’indice des abatages de bestiaux est dd aux régressions des moutons et 
des pores. Les abatages de boeufs et de veaux se maintiennent pleinement en février, aprés ajus- 
tement saisonnier. Le total s’établit 4 91,736, contre 100,467. La production de farine au cours 
du dernier mois pour lequel des statistiques existent montre un déclin. Le total s’établit 4 921,285 
barils, contre 1,010,971. La production des fromageries montre un léger gain, et l’indice avance 
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trois points pour s’établir 4 59-5. La production de beurre de crémerie se maintient aussi pleine- 
ment aprés ajustement saisonnier. Les exportations de conserves de saumon montre un recul 
marqué, et l’indice fiéchit de 146 a 69. 

Les dédouanements de tabac pour la consommation montrent un gain, et l’indice avance 
de 170 4 183. Chacune des trois classes enregistre un gain aprés ajustement saisonnier. L’indice 
des dédouanements de cigares avance de 89 4 97, tandis que celui de cigarettes monte de 209 
& 224. Les indices de ]’industrie textile montrent un faible déclin. Toutefois, la consommation 
de coton brut tombe de 9,200,000 livres 4 8,200,000. En conséquence l’indice fléchit de 135 4 101. 
Les filés de coton et la laine brute montrent des gains marqués, et l’indice de l’industrie textile 
baisse de 110 A 108. 

L’industrie forestiére est un peu plus prometteuse en février que le mois précédent. La pro- 
duction de papier 4 journal se maintient presque aprés ajustement saisonnier, et la production 
de février est de 202,601 tonnes. Les exportations de pulpe de bois montent de 75,300,000 livres 
& 88,100,000. Les exportations de madriers et planches montrent une augmentation, mais le 
gain est un peu moins que normal pour la saison. L’indice s’établit 4 75-8, contre 77-6. Les 
exportations de bardeaux font un gain de 174,000 carrés & 205,000. Comme ce gain est contraire 
4 la saison, l’indice avance de 108 A 137. 


Sidérurgie 

Chacun des quatre indices significatifs de l'industrie de la sidérurgie enregistre un déclin 
en février, et l’indice général fléchit de 116 4 91. La production de lingots d’acier est de 98,980 
tonnes, contre 107,753. L’indice baisse de prés de 8 points pour s’établir 4 149-8. La production 
de fonte en gueuse s’établit 4 61,447 tonnes, contre 74,862; il en résulte un déclin de 94 points 
dans l’indice. Les importations de produits du fer et de l’acier déclinent de 12,800,000 4 12,300,- 
000, et l’indice fiéchit de 82-8 4 72-0. La production d’automobiles montre un déclin contra- 
saisonnier; le total s’établit 4 16,066 unités contre 17,624. L’indice décline en conséquence de 
114-5 a 80-1. Les expéditions intérieures de pétrole brut sont de 40,300,000 gallons, contre 
47,300,000. Toutefois, aprés ajustement saisonnier, la régression est de moindre proportion. 
Les importations de caoutchouc brut s’établissent 4 1,400,000 livres, contre 4,000,000 de livres 
en janvier. Comme le déclin est contraire 4 la normale de la saison, l’indice fléchit de 129-44 43-5. 

Les nouvelles entreprises de construction sont 4 un plus bas niveau en février que le mois 
précédent. Les contrats déclinent de $9,100,000 4 $6,600,000, et l’indice de 56-9 4 39-7. Par 
contre, les permis de batir montrent une légére augmentation, aprés ajustement saisonnier. La 
production d’énergie électrique est 4 un niveau légérement plus bas en février, méme aprés 
ajustement saisonnier, comme le montre l’indice qui est 4 167 contre 170 en janvier. Le déclin 
des chargements de wagons est relativement faible, aprés ajustement saisonnier. Le mouvement 
total s’établit 4 179,717 wagons, contre 187,355. L’indice s’établit 4 175-0 contre 177-2. 

Les importations s’élévent 4 $47,000,000, contre $49,700,000 le mois précédent. L’indice, 
aprés ajustement pour tendances saisonniéres et variations des prix, fléchit de 84-8 4 79-6. Le 
déclin des exportations est relativement de plus forte proportion; le total s’éléve 4 $61,000,000 
contre $72,200,000. L’indice, aprés les ajustements ordinaires, décline de 91-8 A 80-4. 


Papier a journal 

La production de papier 4 journal au Canada donne un total de 202,601 tonnes en février, 
contre 222,500 en janvier et 276,419 en février 1937. La diminution sur l’an dernier est de 26-7 
p.c., tandis que la production globale des deux premiers mois de l'année (425,101 tonnes) montre 
une diminution de 24-9 p.c. Les expéditions du Canada sont au total de 162,906 tonnes, contre 
233,228 en février de l’an dernier, diminution de 30-2 p.c. L’industrie canadienne a exploité 
au cours du mois 4 62 p.c. de son rendement potentiel, contre 64-5 en janvier. 


Production minérale en 1937 

La production minérale au Canada en 1937 s’éléve 4 $456,800,000 et dépasse tous les précé- 
dents. Presque chaque item de toute la liste miniére montre un gain sur 1936, et la valeur totale 
de cette année s’éléve 4 $361,900,000. La production d’or ($143,300,000) représente 43 p.c. 
de la valeur de tous les métaux et 31 p.c. de tous les produits miniers. 

La production de nickel ($59,400,000) l’emporte de 32 p.c. sur 1936; celle de cuivre ($69,- 
100,000), de 75 p.c.; celle de plomb et de zinc ($21,000,000) et ($18,200,000) est plus élevée 
que jamais auparavant; celle d’argent ($10,200,000) avance de 23 p.c. et celle d’amiante (410,026 
tonnes) touche une nouvelle cime. 
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Construction 

Les contrats accordés au Canada s’élévent 4 $6,551,700 en février, déclin d’environ $2,000,- 
000 sur le mois correspondant de l’an dernier. Toutefois, le total des deux premiers mois de 
l'année courante montre un léger gain de $15,351,000 en janvier 1937 & $15,691,700 en février. 


Bétail 

Le manque de demande pour bétes 4 cornes canadiennes aux Etats-Unis caractérise les deux 
premiers mois de l’année. Les expéditions par les ports des Provinces Maritimes aux marchés 
britanniques sont considérables. Récemment, le plus fort mouvement des exportations tant 
au Royaume-Uni qu’aux Etats-Unis et une continuation d’un taux modéré de liquidation dans 
les Provinces des Prairies ont favorisé une nouvelle fermeté du marché des bovins. Les mar- 
chés des Provinces des Prairies ont recu la plus grande partie de leur fermeté de !’accélération 
du mouvement vers le sud, et plus faible part des exportations au Royaume-Uni. Le marché 
américain s’est de nouveau amélioré, et les exportations canadiennes ont trouvé facilement 
preneurs au Royaume-Uni. 


Commerce de gros 

La valeur en dollars du commerce de gros décline de 21-6 p.c. en janvier comparativement 
4 décembre et de 2-7 p.c. comparativement A janvier de l’an dernier, d’aprés les rapports men- 
suels des ventes regus de quelque 200 maisons de gros comprenant 9 différentes lignes de com- 
merce. L’indice général, sur la base de 1930 4 100, s’établit 4 68-1 en janvier 1938, contre 86-9 
en décembre et 70-0 en janvier 1937. Le déclin sur décembre est un peu plus que saisonnier, 
tandis que la diminution sur janvier de l’an dernier fait contraste avec les augmentations qui ont 
caractérisé les comparaisons du mois correspondant depuis le commencement de ces statistiques 
mensuelles sur le commerce de gros, il y a trois ans. Le commerce de gros en janvier 1937 l’emporte 
de 13-7 p.c. sur janvier 1936, qui, 4 son tour, dépasse de 4-6 p.c. le mois correspondant de 1935. 

Les inventaires 4 la fin de janvier sont en moyenne de 2-1 p.c. supérieurs & ceux de la date 
correspondante de l’an dernier, d’aprés les données des firmes pouvant fournir des chiffres men- 
suels. Les inventaires des épiceries diminuent de 3-8 p.c. et ceux des quincailleries augmentent 
de 3-9 p.c. a la fin de janvier 1937. 


Gréves et lock-outs 

Les gréves et lock-outs en février sont au nombre de 11, impliquant 1,644 travailleurs, 
causant une perte de temps de 4,456 jours de travail, contre 24 différends en janvier, impliquant 
4,293 travailleurs et une perte de temps de 31,939 jours. 

En février 1937, il y a 18 différends, impliquant 2,236 travailleurs dont la perte de temps est 
de 17,347 jours. Parmi les onze différends en février, six ont pris fin au cours du mois, un en 
faveur de l’employeur et deux en faveur des employés. [II] y a eu compromis dans un cas, et les 
résultats de deux sont classés comme indéfinis. Cinq différends, qui impliquent environ 214 
employés, n’étaient pas encore réglés 4 la fin du mois. 


Facteurs financiers 

Les obligations de tout repos constituent en février un trait saillant du marché des obliga- 
tions canadiennes; le cours continue |’ascension commencée depuis prés d’un an. Les porte- 
feuillistes ont hésité depuis l’automne 4 aborder le marché des valeurs devant l’incertitude de 
lavenir immédiat des affaires. Les institutions ont pris peu d’expansion dans le domaine des 
préts, et les préts commerciaux des banques ont décliné. En face de l’accumulation de fonds 
et des chenaux rétrécis du placement, l’offre de nouvelles obligations est resté maigre. A part 
les billets du Trésor du Dominion qui n’ont pas entratné de crédit nouveau, |’offre s’est limitée 
aux faibles émissions municipales que les portefeuillistes se disputent vivement. 

Des soumissions ont été récemment acceptées pour $25,000,000 de billets du Trésor du 
Dominion échéant le ler juin 1938. L’escompte moyen des soumissions acceptées est de $99-- 
85298, et le rendement moyen de -584 p.c. 

Il y a augmentation de 14-7 p.c. dans la somme des dividendes payés en mars par les corpo- 
rations canadiennes. Le total estimatif dépasse $23,340,000 contre $20,350,000 l’année pré- 
eédente, soit un gain de $2,990,000. 


Commerce international en valeurs mobiliéres 

La valeur du commerce international en valeurs mobiliéres entre le Canada et les autres pays en 
janvier décline & son plus bas point depuis juillet 1937. Les ventes totales s’élévent & $32,600,000, 
contre $59,100,000 l’an dernier, tandis que les achats s’établissent 4 $28,700,000, contre $65,100,000. 
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Les ventes aux Etats-Unis s’élévent 4 $26,100,000, contre $42,900,000 en janvier 1937; les 
achats des Etats-Unis représentent une valeur de $21,300,000, contre $54,700,000. Les ventes 
au Royaume-Uni s’élévent 4 $4,500,000, contre $13,000,000, tandis que les achats sont de $6,535,- 
435, contre $8,783,183. 


Revenu Fédéral 

Les perceptions des douanes, de l’accise et de ]’imp6t sur le revenu des onze mois s’étendant du 
ler avril 1937 au 28 février 1938 s’élévent 4 $43,733,940, contre $349,680,096 la période correspon- 
dante de 1936-1937. Les revenus des douanes et de l’accise s’élévent 4 $297,190,165, augmentation 
de $46,253,792, et l’impét sur le revenu rapporte $116,543,775, avance de $17,800,052. 









La situation aux Etats-Unis 

L’activité industrielle aux Etats-Unis décline en février, aprés ajustement saisonnier, com- 
parativement au premier mois de l’année. Sans allocation pour tendances saisonniéres, le volume 
de la production industrielle n’indique & peu prés pas de changement de semaine en semaine 
depuis le ler de l’année. La production d’énergie électrique décline de nouveau en février, 
aprés ajustement saisonnier. Les opérations des aciéries restent en effet stationnaires contraire- 
ment A la faible expansion saisonniére, normale 4 cette époque. Les clients continuent de res- 
treindre leurs achats aux besoins immédiats en dépit de l’annonce que les prix courants de |’acier 
et de la fonte en gueuse se continueraient au cours du deuxiéme trimestre. Les contrats de con- 
struction déclinent plus que saisonniérement en février, refiétant une forte diminution dans la 
construction publique. La production de charbon mou, ajustée pour variations saisonniéres, 
décline pour le cinquiéme mois consécutif. Les données préliminaires hebdomadaires de la 
production d’automobiles en février montrent un faible déclin sur janvier. Le trafic-mar- 
chandises sur rail subit un déclin en février; le recul sur septembre dernier, aprés ajustement 
saisonnier, est de 19 p.c. Les prix de gros montrent une tendance & la baisse les trois premiéres 
semaines de février, mais avancent légérement la derniére semaine du mois. Le cours des actions 
montre une reprise modérée, et l’indice de 90 titres monte d’un peu plus de 6 p.c. 
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La situation au Royaume-Uni 

La situation générale au Royaume-Uni a réagi sous les développements internationaux en 
février. Le volume de nouvelles affaires dans plusieurs industries ne s’est pas ressaisi, et les 
stocks de quelques articles ouvrés et semi-ouvrés enregistrent une augmentation soutenue. 
Toutefois, l’emploiement montre une faible avance et en conséquence le chémage recule compa- 
rativement au mois précédent. Le nombre de sans-travail inscrits le 14 février est de 1,810,421, 
déclin de 17,186 comparativement au 17 janvier, mais avance de 238,000 comparativement au 
22 février 1937. Les employés, & l’exception de la main-d’ceuvre agricole, sont au nombre de 
11,324,000, augmentation de 15,000 sur le 17 janvier. La régression dans !’activité des affaires 
est moins marquée dans les industries utilisant le fer, l’acier et les métaux ot se concentrent sur- 
tout les dépenses d’armement. La coincidence de la production domestique de fer et d’acier 
avec la hausse des importations et la baisse des exportations a grandement augmenté la quantité ‘ 
de matiéres premiéres disponible pour la consommation domestique. L’activité dans la plupart 
des branches du génie reste 4 un haut niveau, bien que l’industrie n’ait pas été sans souffrir 
du ralentissement général des opérations industrielles. L’activité des industries de la construc- 
tion et des travaux publics s’est maintenue de facon surprenante. La proportion des travailleurs 
assurés occupés dans ces industries le mois dernier n’est que de 2-3 p.c. plus forte que |’an der- 
nier. Les permis de bAtir montrent une avance de 2-2 p.c. sur le mois correspondant de 1937. 
Les industries lainiéres et cotonniéres ont été moins actives. 

L’indice officiel des prix de gros s’établit & 107-7 en janvier, contre 102-9 le mois corres- ' 
pondant de l’an dernier. Il y a faible augmentation sur décembre. Les importations et les 
exportations enregistrent des avances sur le méme mois de |’an dernier; les importations nettes 
montrent le plus fort gain proportionnel. Les importations de matiéres premiéres s’élévent 
& £23,700,000 en janvier, contre £22,600,000 en janvier 1937. Toutefois, il y a faible déclin 
sur décembre. Le recul des actions ordinaires sur les douze derniers mois est indiqué par le 
déclin de l’indice des titres industriels de 122-0 en janvier 1937 & 94-8 le premier mois de l’année 
courante. Le loyer de l’argent reste trés bas, bien que le rendement des consolidés 24 p.c. avance 
de 2-98 en janvier 1937 4 3-30.
